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Continuation of Item 11 from Advisory 

Applicant argues that Redford does not disclose or suggest that the electronic 
books are ordered, transmitted, and stored in a home subsystem from the remote 
server, until a selection is received to view the electronic book. 

The examiner disagrees and notes that Redford has not been used to teach the 
storage of the electronic book in a home subsystem until a selection is received to view 
the electronic book. The examiner previously stated on Page 5 of the Final Office 
Action dated 12/27/2006 that Hoarty and Kubota fail to teach that the electronic book 
can be ordered and transmitted electronically via a transmitter. Kubota discloses that 
electronic books can be stored in library/recorder 7 of Figure 1 until a selection is 
received to view the electronic book (see Final Office Action dated 12/27/2006). Further 
Redford clearly teaches ordering and transmitting electronic books via a transmitter (see 
Column 15, Lines 39-50 of Redford). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to modify Hoarty and Kubota to allow the 
ordering and transmission functionality of Redford in order to utilize the remote storage 
device of Redford in order to store a greater amount of electronic book content (see 
Figure 1E for multiple remote storage devices 132A-132D).
